Description or Joun Mason ann Jim 
Henry,—The murderers of Charles ‘An- 
derson and Joseph Hawthorne, who 
were killed on the night of Tuesday the 
8th of November, and E. G. Robertson, 
who was killed on Wednesday morning 
the 9th of November, 1864, in Fresno 
county : . 

Joun Masoxn,—A heavy set man : 
about 5 feet 7 inches high ; weighs about 
165 pounds ; about 30 years of age; 
light complexion ; light colored hair,and 
very long, comes nearly to his shoulders, 
has it cut short underneath, so that he 
can tuck the long hair ander and give it 
the appearance of being short ; light 
red ¢olored whiskers on the chin, and 
very light mustaches, does not shave ; 
high wide check bones ; blue eyes, rath- 
er small and have rather a glassy ap- 
pearance ; front teeth black or deayed ; 
has a very quick and restless motivn, 
and has a rocking walk ; small scar on 
the face ; (said Mason says that ‘ Ma- 
son” is not his true name ; in the year 
1860, went by the name of “John J. 


Monroe ;” came from Fort Tejon in 


1860, and reported killing a man at that 
place ;} had on boots, overalls, check 
shirt, hat covered with coyote or badger 
skin, tail standing up in front, will prob- 
ably remove the skin from his hat ; had 
one six-shooter pistol, butcher-knife with 
white handle, one double-barrelled shot 
gun, one spy glass, when extended is 
about 18 inches long ; riding a rather 
small horse, of light gray color, branded

watches ; one guld watch taken from 
Hawthorne, do not know what kind the 
other was ; he took Hawthorne’s saddle

When last seen, there were four men 
in company mounted on the following 
described horses, to wit : one gray horse, 
one black, and two bays or red-colored 
horses.

Jim Henry,—About 30 years old; 
height about 6 feet-6 or 7 inches ;

dark whiskers on the chin, but rather 
thin on the jaws or upper part of the 
face, may have very small mustaches, 
beard on all his face, but thin growth, 
does not shave ; dark gray eyes, full and 
very prominent, rather popeyed, has a 
way‘of looking to either side without 
turning his head ; stoop-skouldered, and

The New York Sun of November 30th, 
states that a gentleman who was a pas- 
senger on the train which brought Gen- 
eral Grant from Baltimore to Philadel- 
phia, on Friday last, relates the. follow-

The General had been sitting for a 
long time at one of the windows of the 
car. During the evening, he left his 
seat and passed into a forward car, 
where he remained, Another gentleman 
who seated himself in the position vaca- 
ted by the General, was subsequently 
startled by two leaden bullets that came 
crashing through the window pane and 
lodged in the other side of the car, For- 
tunately these messengers of death struck 
a little too high to de any injury, whiclf 
the gentleman thought might have been 


accomplished if he had been struck by | 


them. Whether this was the result of 
accident or a deliberate attempt to. as- 
sassinate the General will probably nev- 
er be known ; but the fact that two bul- 
lets were simultaneously fired into a 
window at which General Grant had 
only a moment before been sitting, cer- 
tainly looks more suspicious than other- 
wise. Trains of cars from Baltimore 
sometimes carry secret rebel agents, 
and perhaps one of them thus attempted 
to rid the Confederacy of its most pow- 
erful opponent. —

Description OF SURPRISE VaLLey.— 
(Mr. J. H. Slater kindly handed us the 
following description ef a beautiful val- 
ley in the southern portion of Idaho Ter- 
ritory, received by him recently from a 
friend. It has been but little explored 
until this past Fall, hostile Indians hav- 
ing long made it a favorite resort after 
their murderous raids upon adjoining 
settlements. ' It will be settled up by 
hardy pioneers next- Spring, who will 
defend their possessions if necessary 
with strong arms and trusty rifles.-Ed. ] 
Surprise Valley is about one hundred 
miles northeast of Honey Lake. Valley. 
It is about seventy-five miles in length, 
and from five to twenty miles in width, 
It is the finest valley of land and grass 
that I ever saw in my life. The valley 
runs nearly due north and south, There 
are tliree lakes in the valley, each near 
twenty miles ir length, and from three 
to ten miles in width ; they are all salt, 
as there is nu outlet to them. The lakes- 
lie near the east range of mountains, 
extending the full length of the valley : 
this range of mountains extend the en- 
tire length of the valley between the 
lakes and the desert bordering on the 
Humboldt River. The mountains on 
the east are destitute of vegetation or 
timber. The good land of the valley 
extends the entire length ot all the lakes 
on the west side, adjoining the west 
range of mountains which constitute the 
divide between Surprise and Goose Lake 
Valleys. It is about twenty-five miles 
across this west range from Surprise to 
Goose Lake Valley, which is also a fine, 
large valley, well supplied with timber. 
The land is goed in Goose Lake Valley 
and will be settled considerably next 
Summer. I will try to raise grapes in 
Surprise Valley next Summer ; think I 
will succeed. But‘ little snow falls in. 
the valley, and it seldom lies any great 
length of time. There are probably one 
hundred creeks of clear, cold water run- 
ning across and into the valiey from the 
mountains on the west side: there .are 
also several warm springs. This much 
Ican say—for good land, grass or 
meadow land, good water and water 
power, I have never seen any country 
in,my life to compare with Surprise Val- 
ley. Thousands of acres of grass, wild 
rye; timothy, redtop and clover that 
would cut three tons to the acre, cover 
the valley, and in many places the 
grass is so high that persons horseback 
cannot see each other fifty yards apart. | 
There is any amount of prairie chickens, 
sage hens, ducks and geese, quails, rab- 
bits, deer, mountain sheep and bear. 
Fruit—wild plums, choke cherries, and 
elder berries in any quantity.
